Peace in Sight 
In the Contest 
On Sanitariums 


Amicable settlement of the sanitar¬ 
ium controversy and avoidance of hos- 
tilitos seems foreshadowed by the an¬ 
nouncement of the promoters of the 
Snyder Sanitarium enterprise that 
they are looking for another site than 
the Ragsdale property which they re¬ 
cently bought for the purpose. 

“We want the good will of the peo¬ 
ple of Sierra Madre,” said George 
Anderson, business manager of the 
concern yesterda^y. “W do not want 
to locate the sanitarium where it will 
incur hostility. If we can find a 
suitable location outside the restrict¬ 
ed district we believe we can build 
and operate an institution of which 
the community will be proud. 

“Of course we realize that when it 
is announced we are looking for an¬ 
other site, we may be subject to

the improvements made in succeeding 
for development work and the rest of 
years by direct taxation, the cost to 
the individual taxpayer would be more 
per year during the development per¬ 
iod than under the proposed bond is¬ 
sue. The main difference would be 
that we would not have a completed 
park for five or ten years and we 
would pay during the development 
period when there would not be a sat¬ 
isfactory park. And those who locate 
here after the development period 
would reap the bcnelts and not partici¬ 
pate in the cost. 

The proposed bond issue spreads the 
cost over a period of forty years and 
all who enjoy the advantages of the 
park in that time pay their share of 
the development of these advantages. 


The present bonding capacity of the 
city is $345,543 and the present bond- 
<^1 indebtedness is $218,500, leaving a 
margin of over $127,000. It is esti¬ 
mated that the bonding capacity of 
the city will increase about $50,000 
with the coming assessment, from 
which it will be seen that the present 
proposed bond issue will not cut into 
the bonding capacity of the city to 
any serious extent. Our bonding cap¬ 
acity will be greater next year than 
this, and we will have a park in ad¬ 
dition. 

With the growth of Sierra Madre 
and the increasing property values it 
is a question of whether we have a 
centrally located park on a main thor¬ 
oughfare now or never.

It is 
also proposed to lay a cement side¬ 
walk together with curbs and gutter 
not only on Laurel avenue, but also on 
Baldwin. It is a happy omen, that 
these street improvements will not 
alone be confined to the church prop¬ 
erty, hut will be extended throughout 
the entire length of both these ave¬ 
nues. The parish is only leading the 
way to these permanent improve¬ 
ments. 

Plans are also being considered for 
the erection of a new rectory adjaci nt 
to the new parish house. When all 
these improvements are completed the 
Church of the Ascension will he one 
of the best equipped parishes in the 
diocese and also a great credit to 
Sierra Madre.

One hundred scouts at the WesUield, 
Mass., Sanitarium for Tuberculosis 
compose Troop 4, which has the dis¬ 
tinction of functioning as a troop 
twenty-four hours a day, the boys 
eating, sleeping, working and playing 
together as a unit. These lads march 
to their meals, on patriotic occasions 
they carry the (lag to the sound of 
music. They go to school a few hours 
i each day, but the greater part of their 
i lime is consumed in out-of-door aetiv- 
I ities in which Scoutcraft plays a vital 
I and most interesting part. The troop 
: sleeps in the open in a shelter espec- 
■ ially made for the boys by the men 
patients. 

As to the Twelfth Law, “A Scout is 
Reverent:’’ These boys say their pray¬ 
ers in common morning and night. 
The boys kneel together and remain 
kneeling until each group Protestant, 
Catholic and Jew have recited their 
devotions. Three chaplains, repre¬ 
senting the three faiths mentioned, 
are in attendance at the sanitarium. 

As to the Eighth Law, “A Scout is 
cheerful; he smiles whenever he can:’’ 
these boys have become famous in Uie 
institution for their pluck and spirit 
of happiness. In the words of one of 
the chaplain, “Practically every child 
at the sanitarium is cured, but we 
have had two deaths within the past 
few months. Both boys who died were 
members of Troop 4, and to the end 
each played his part ‘every inch a 
scout’. Their cheerfulness throughout 
I their illness was so marked that the 
other patients would come in not only 
to visit the boys, but to bolster up 
their own grit and courage.” 

The boys have built a dam on the 
grounds to bank water up in a swim¬ 
ming pool. Only a few of the strong¬ 
er boys, however, are allowed to 
undertake swimming. In basketry, 
Troop 4 is extremely skillful. In 1021 
at the Eastern States Exposition, the 
boys received a blue ribbon in recog¬ 
nition of the excellence of their work. 
The scouts’ good turns are often mani¬ 
fested in their thoughtfulness for one 
another. For instance these boys are 
much devoted to papers containing 
scout news. When such papers arrive, 
the scouts make a grand rush for this 
section, but the boys always pass it 
first to any one of their number who 
happens that day to be confined to bed. 
A passerby can see the boys eagerly 
going over the items, and hear such 
a remark as “Look here! See what 
these fellows are doing!”

MENTAL TESTS 


I Practice makes perfect 
ful what you practice. 


There has been some depression in 
scholastic minds because the mental 
tests of about 1,700,000 men and of¬ 
ficers of our late army showed that 
the great majority failed to rate up to 
the standard set for fifteen-year-old 
boys. Indeed a very large number 
failed to measure up to ten-year-old 
children, according to the tests. Ac¬ 
cording to this, then, our army which 
Americans fondly believed, and con¬ 
tinue to believe, was equal to any, was 
made up of near-incompetents in large 
part. Still most people agree that 
these young men were all right before 
and since the war and were superb in 
action. 

Now comes Professor H. Addington 
Bruce, a psychologist of note, in the 
Century Magazine, declaring that, in 
his opinion, the tests do not really 
show very much or very correctly and 
he backs his views with quotations 
from other authorities. It may be, 
speaking with due resei-ve, that these 
catch-a»-catch-oan, now you see it, 
now you don’t, heads I win, tails you 
lose, puzzles may be a lot less valu¬ 
able than has been claimed for them. 

Dr. F. N. Freeman of Chicago Uni¬ 
versity thinks that the tests determine 
brightness but not intelligence. They 
do not measure perseverance, honesty, 
courage and such qualities. They do 
not measure initiative or energy 
either. Nor love of home, devotion to 
duty, nor love of country. 

In fact these tests have not been 
sufficiently tested. They should be 
tested on the psychologists themselves. 
Moreover, a class of about one hun¬ 
dred statesmen should be assembled 
on some pretext and the tests sudden¬ 
ly be applied to them. President Hard¬ 
ing and his cabinet would be there, 
and Mr. Wilson and such of his cab¬ 
inet as could be assembled. So should 
Chief Justice Taft and his associates, 
together with a large group of sen¬ 
ators and representatives of all 
parties. A delegation of labor leaders 
should be along. What would the test 
show ? One has some fear. let us 
draw the veil. If this be treason, make 
the most of it. 

One may opine that a man might be 
able to dig a good ditch, try a lawsuit 
cleverly, make a watch, cure a disease, 
sing a song well, direct an army or 
government, be a good citizen, soldier, 
husband and man of parts generally, 
and yet be slow in the vaunted tests. 

At any rate the expert psycologists 
are disputing about them. Professor 
S. S. Colvin of Brown University 
thinks that the tests under mechanical 
conditions of application are of little 
value and indeed may be “positively 
harmful.” What a pity it is! How 
often it happens that “facts finally de¬ 
termined" by the best authorities do 
not square with everyday experience. 
The tests may have a value, may, as 
it were, give a lead, but that is all. — 
Hemet News.

Goodcell to study carefully the in¬ 
structions on the forms, especially 
those with regard to credits for per¬ 
sonal exemptions and dependents. 
Married persons required to make a 
return on form 1040 A, those whose 
net income was $5,000 or less, are al¬ 
lowed an exemption of $2,500. The 
exemption for married persons whose 
net income was in excess of $5,000 is 
$2,000. The exemption for single per¬ 
sons is $t,000. Also, whether married 
or single, the taxpayer is allowed a 
credit of $400 for each person depend¬ 
ent upon him for chief support, if such 
person is under eighteen years of age 
or incapable of self support because of 
being mentally or physically defective. 

Collector Goodcell said it should be 
remembered that the requirement to 
file a return is placed upon every 
married person whose net income for 
1922 was $2,000 or more or whose 
gross income was $5,000 or more, and 
upon every single person whose net 
income was $1,000 or more, or whose 
gross income was $5,000 or more. The 
fact, that by reason of exemptions and 
credits, a person’s income is not tax¬ 
able, does not nullify the requirement 
to file a return if the income equals or 
exceeds these specified amounts.

The Supreme Court unanimously upheld the 
constitutionality of the Wright Act. It decreed as proper 
the adoption of the Volstead Act by the state.

Sierra Ma<ire will be well repre¬ 
sented by members of the Chamber of 
Commerce at the first "alfalfa ban¬ 
quet” in history, so far as is known,

To "My Fellow Citizens: 

We have not yet stopped the tuber¬ 
cular sanitarium. I heard their attor¬ 
ney say on January 11, that the ordin¬ 
ance of our city council probably will 
not stand. In substance, that our or¬ 
dinances are of no account. 

In my opinion a nest of such sani¬ 
tariums within out corporate limits, 
will forever seriously injure the home 
qualities of four thousand acres of 
land, well adapted for those who have 
regained their health. Further back 
in the drier air it is belter for the 
sick ones. If a nest of sanitariums 
of this nature are to come here, half 
of my life’s work is ruined beyond re¬ 
covery. 

Fortunately I have secured a copy 
of the ordinance now in force at Colo¬ 
rado Springs that they have not yet 
trampled upon. It reads as follows: 

Sec. 1022—Hospitals for exclusive 
treatment of tuberculosis, etc., pro¬ 
hibited. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to build, 
erect, establish, or maintain any hos¬ 
pital, sanitarium, or similar place or 
institution for the exclusive care or 
treatment of persons having tubercu¬ 
losis of the lungs or respiratory tract, 
or persons having any other contag¬ 
ious disease?, within the corporate 
limits of the City of Colorado Springs. 

Sec. 1023—Any person, firm or cor¬ 
poration violating any of the provis¬ 
ions of this ordinance shall, on convic¬ 
tion, he fined in any sum not exceed¬ 
ing three hundred dollars: Each day 
that any of the institutions herein 
prohibited, are maintained or kept 
open for the reception of patienes, 
shall be separate offenses, and shall 
be punished accordingly.

Sierra Madre, Calif., Jan. 15, 1923 
Editor Sierra Madre News, 

Hear Sir:—I see by your paper the 
City Fathers are going to ask us to 
vote a bond of thirty thousand dol¬ 
lars on our corporation for the pur¬ 
pose of buying and improving a com¬ 
munity park. Well, parks are very 
nice things to have and I would be 
very glad to vote for it and encourage 
others to do so as fur as my influence 
would go, were it not that I am satis- 
ried a great deal more could be done 
towards beautifying, improving and 
making our city safer and more desir¬ 
able to live in with very much less 
money, by procuring better sidewalks 
and guarding pedestrians from 
stumbling into our deep gutters. 

A park only improves one section of 
the city, whereas sidewalks improve 
and benefit the most remote part ol 
the city. A stranger cannot even ap¬ 
proach the city without observing and 
being impressed with the condition of 
the streets and walks. We may have 
a beautiful park in some part of the 
city and hundred:; of visitors come in, 
pass through, go away or “bide a wee” 
without even knowing we have such a 
playground, unless some interested 
person calls their attention and take 
them to see it. 

A park is a luxury, a sidewalk is a 
necessity, and the condition our city 
is in at the present time, it is a great 
wonder the city has not been called 
upon to defend itself against more 
than one suit for personal damages. 
During the rainy season the water 
digs gullies out of the dirt walks and 
leaves them in a very bad condition 
to walk on in the dark or in the shad¬ 
ow of the great shade trees, especial¬ 
ly on the side hills. And to prevent 
that, some people place little dams' 
across the walk, which acts as a 
stumbling block in the darkness.
